Henry Gibbons, have been recent visitors to the 
Mailliard Library and its "Founders Room”. 
Mrs. Richard M. Lyman of Oakland, and Mrs. 
Russell Sturgis Bartlett of New Haven, Connecti- 
cut, were preceded in their visit to the Room 
which houses the relics of the early history of 
the Academy by Mrs. Lyman's sister, Mrs. 
Christian, of Alameda. 


Possibly the most cherished piece in the 
Room is Dr. Gibbons' desk which he brought to 
San Francisco from Philadelphia in the late 
1840's. It came to the Academy in 1946 from the 
Hayward home of Mr. Donald Cohen, grandson of 
Dr. Gibbons and the father of both Mrs. Lyman 
and Mrs. Christian. To Librarian Veronica 
Sexton's delight, Mrs. Lyman, during her visit, 
offered to secure for the Academy archives a 
copy of Dr. Gibbons' diary which is presently 
in the possession of another great-granddaughter, 
Mrs. E. M. Shinkle of San Francisco.
